A contested will case, Iii which Bishop 
Simpson of lite M. G. Church Is a legatee, la 
exciting much alleuilou in tliia county. Near­ 
ly a million dollars is involved in the dispute. 
Thomas Duucan, his brother William, and 
t leir Lither emigrated from Ireland ic Amer­ 
ican In 1*49. 
In Pi'tsburgh tho father pur­ 
sued his calling as a surveyor, and Thomas 
became a clerk in the Novelty IVorks. 
A year 
or two afterward Thomas invested $300 In the 
oil regions, but it was a bad investment, and 
as he was about to re-enter the service of the 
Novelty Works, bis brother William gave him 
$300 and urged bim again to bore for oil. 
In 
1803 the oil began to flow, and Thomas made 
motley rapidly. 
He subdivided his farm and 
•old much of it. The property fell into bo 
many hands that affairs were complicated, and 
Tlioma* called his brother to bis assistance. 
William conducted the business, reciiving 
$5,009 a year, and at otic time an unset dia­ 
mond, aud at another a pair of gloves; lint 
there were misunderstandings between the 
brothers, and they progressed slowly. 
The fa­ 
ther died in 1862. Thomas took care of his 
mother and other member* of the family. 
Ile 
became Irritable, and was capricious in his 
favors. Hie fortune that bact been thrust up­ 
on him wa* too much for his general cquanatn- 
Itv. 
In the oil regions he received a serious 
injury alw) ut tho head, and after that was 
weak minded and vacillating. 
Ile joiued the 
Methodist church, and was regarded as an ex­ 
emplary member. 
In 1870 ho went to Ireland 
1 1 visit his old friends, and died there In 1871. 
His remains were brought to this country by 
hi* motlier arid brother. 
In ins last iiltieg*, it 
is said, he signed three ditlerent wills within a 
few days of t a :h'oilier. 
At laid his last will was opened. 
In it he 
bequeathed to his mother a bouse lo Pitts­ 
burgh and $10,000 to furt'iali it. 
To bls 
brother George he gave his property In the 
oil regions, including his interest in Pilbole 
City and Plummer. 
A homo la Ohio he de­ 
vised to id* brother James during his life-time. 
Ile directed that after Hie paymeut of hi* just 
debts his e x '.tutors should invest $25,000 in 
the purchase of an annuity for his mother's 
support and maintenance during life, aud that 
a sum nufllcient to pay the wages of a garden­ 
er and two female servants for his brother 
James curing hi* life be sci apart, and that 
the wages in the whole should not amount to 
more than tbirty-four dollars a mouth. 
Ten 
thousand dollars is set apart for the mainte­ 
nance of a niece who is blind. 
Hi# brother 
James, father of this niece, is to receive S5,- 
OOO, ta be paid in annual instalments of $300. 
His brother Francis receives $10,000, and his 
brother George $5,00). 
To the Rev. Matthew 
Simpson, of Philadelphia, commonly known 
aa Bishop Simpson, of the M E. Churel!, hi* 
bequeathed $40,000. 
. 
To James Long of Philadelphia, $30,COO. — 
To William Jackson, of Pittsburgh, black­ 
smith at railroad works, Pen nay Ivaoia, uud 
who has lost the use of one of his eye*, $20,- 
00J. 
To William Wilson, of Plummer, har­ 
ness maker, $10,000. To Mrs. Sarah Prutber, 
cf Plummer, $30,004, the same to be pa'J lier 
in lier o a n right, whether she be married or 
single, aud t a bo free from the debts or con­ 
trol of any husband she may marry. 
To Ann 
It Kike, of New York, a relative of his mother, 
#10,000. To James L.rng's litter*, of Philadel­ 
phia, $.10,040. To the trustees of the ll. E. 
Church, Billie Creek, towards paying debt* 
ex istin 'thereon. $10.09J. To Mr. Leech, M. 
ii. preacher, if alive, $33,044; but A dead the 
I money to form part of Hie residuary estate.— 
To the trustee* or committee of th s new M. Ii. 
Church iu P.ummir, Pa., toward daubing the 
church, $25,040. 
Ile directed that should he die in Ireland 
hi* body be taken to Pittsburgh and burned !»e- 
aide that of hi* father, und that his executors 
apply $30,004 to the erection of a monument 
over their grave#. 
Towaid remodeling the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in Pilhole he 
gave $10,000. 
Ile directed his executors to 
apply the residua of hiy estate lo whatever re­ 
ligion# Methodist object they might think 
best, ap l declared that bl* reason for omit­ 
ting the names of his brother William and sis­ 
ter Mary Jane, was that he had already pro­ 
vided for them. 
He added that if any of the 
persons named in the will should dispute or 
coolen its validity, then the inquest or legacy 
of that oue shall laps: and form a part of tho 
residuary estate. He nominated Bishop .Simp­ 
son aud James Long, of Philadelphia, as his 
executors. 
Tile brother William decided to contest the 
will. Counsel of marked ability have been se­ 
cured on both sides, aud Bishop Simpson is 
daily in attendance. The contestants arc try­ 
ing to show that Ute testator had frequent 
»pel!« of aberration, and that bis brain must 
have been affected. 
They bare arrayed the 
be*t medical testimony on their aide.

SIMPSON IN A WESTERN COCRT ROOM. 


Marshall, Mlcb., Nov. 11. 


A contested will case, in which Bi3liop 
Simpson of Uie M. E. Church is a legatee, is 
exciting much atteuiion in this county. Near­ 
ly a million dollars is involved in the dispute. 
Thomas Duncan, his brother William, and 
t.ieir father emigrated from Ireland te Amer­ 
ican in 1849. 
In Pittsburgh tho father pur­ 
sued his calling as a surveyor, and Thomas 
became a clerk *n the Novelty Works. 
A year 
or two afterward Thomas invested S300 in the 
oil regions, but it was a bad investment, and 
as he was about to re-enter the service of the 
Novelty Work?, his brother William gave him 
$300 and urged him again to bore for oii. 
In 
18(52 the oil began to flow, and Thoma3 made 
money rapidly. 
He subdivided his farm and 
sold much of it. 
The property fell into so 
many hands that affairs were complicated, and 
Thomas called his brother to his assistance. 
William conducted the business, receiving 
$5,000 a year, and at one time an unset dia­ 
mond, and at another a pair of gloves; but 
there were misunderstandings between the 
brothers, and they progressed slowly. 
The fa- 
* therdied in 1862. 
Thomas took care of his 
mother and other members of the family. 
He 
became irritable, and was capricious in Ins 
favors. 
The fortune that had beeu thrust up­ 
on him was too much for his general cquanam- 
it.v. 
In the oil regions lie received a serious 
injury about the head, and after that was 
weak minded and vacillating. 
He joiued the 
Methodist church, and was regarded as an ex­ 
emplary member. 
In 1870 he went to Ireland 
to visit his old friends, and died there in 1871. 
Uis remains were brought to this country by 
his mother and brother. 
In his last illness, it 
is said, ho signed three dilierent wills v. ithiu a 
few days of each other. 
At last his last will was opened. 
In it he 
bequeathed to his mother a house in Pitts­ 
burgh aud $10,000 to furnish it. 
To bis 
brother George he gave his property in the 
oil regions, including his interest in Pitbole 
City and Plummer. 
A house in Ohio ho de­ 
vised to his brother James during his life-time, 
lie directed that aiter the paymeut of his just 
debts his executors should invest $25,000 in 
the purchase of an annuity for his mother’s 
support and maintenance during life, and that 
a sum sufficient to pay the wages of a garden­ 
er and two female servants for his brother 
James during his life bo set apart, and that 
the wages in the whole should not amount to 
more than thirty-four dollars a month. 
Ten 
thousand dollars is set apart for the mainte­ 
nance of a niece who is blind. 
His brother 
James, father of this uiece, is to receive 85,- 
000, to be paid in annual instalments of $300. 
Uis brother Francis receives S10.000, and Ids 
brother George $5,003. 
To the Rev. Matthew 
Simpson, of Philadelphia, commonly known 
as Bishop Simpson, of the M. E. Church, he 
bequeathed $40,000. 
To Jaines Long of Philadelphia, $30,000.— 
To William Jackson, of Pittsburgh, black­ 
smith at railroad works, Pennsylvania, and 
who has lost the use of one or his eyes, $20,- 
003. 
To William Wilson, of Plummer, har­ 
ness maker, $10,000. 
To Mrs. Sarah Pruther, 
of Plummer, $30,000, the same to be pa'd her 
in her own right, whether she be married or 
single, and ta be free from the debts or con­ 
trol of a:iy husband she may marry. 
To Ann 
Rooke, of New York, a relative of his mother, 
$10,000. 
To James Long’s sitters, of Philadel­ 
phia, $30,000. 
To the trustees of the M. E. 
Church, Battle Creek, towards paying debts 
existing thereon, $10.003. 
To Mr. Leech, M. 
K. preacher, if alive, $50,030; but * dead the 
money lo form part of the residuary estate.— 
To the trustees or committee of th j new M. E. 
Church iu P.ummer, Pa,, toward tinisbing the 
church, §25,030. 
lie directed that should he die in Ireland 
his body be taken to Pittsburgh and buried be­ 
side that of his father, and that his executors 
apply $30.000 to the erection of a monument 
over their graves. 
Toward remodeling the 
Methodist 
Episcopal Church iu Pithole ho 
gave $10,000. 
He directed his executors to 
apply the residue of hi#s estate to whatever re­ 
ligious Methodist object they might think 
best, aiyl declared that his reason for omit­ 
ting the names of his brother William and sis­ 
ter Mary Jane, wa3 that he had already pro­ 
vided for them. 
He added that if any of tho 
persons named in the will should dispute or 
contest its validity, then the bequest or legacy 
of that one shall lapse and form a part of tho 
residuary estate. He nominated Bishop .Simp­ 
son and Jam es Long, of Philadelphia, as Iii3 
executors. 


The brother William decided to contest the 
will. 
Counsel of marked ability have been se­ 
cured on botb sides, and Bishop Simpson is 
daily in attendance. 
The contestants are try­ 
ing to show that the testator had Trequent 
spells of aberration, and that his brain must 
have been affected. 
They have arrayed the 
best medical testimony on their side.

U N IT E D STATES CONGRESS. 


SEN A TE . 
Washlnoion, Dec. 3. 
Mr. PRATT submitted a resolution instruct­ 
ing the Committee on Judiciary to inquire 
whether Congress has constitutional authority 
to create corporations for constructing rail 
roads and canals penetrating two or more 
states, und whether it has authority to regu 
late the rates of railroad transportation over 
existing roads chartered by states which, by 
consolidation, have continuous lines running 
through two or more states. 
Mr. FENTON’S bill to provide for the better 
protection of the northwestern frontier, Ac. 
provides for a loan of $8,009,000 in United 
States 10-50 4 J per cent. bonds to be made by 
the United States to the State of New York 
for the purpose of enlarging the aqueduct* 
and one tier of locks on the Erie and Oswego 
Canals to the capacity to pass vessels of war 
twenty-five feet in width und two hundred In 
length and merchant vessels of six hundred 
tons burden propelled by steam wherever said 
canals are less than Afty-two feel wide upon the 
bottom. 
The bill also provides that after the 
payment of the debt for which the canal reve­ 
nues are now constitutionally pledged and af­ 
ter the canals are tho* enlarged their net rev 
enuc shall be paid into the Treasury of the 
United States until the proposed loan of IS, 
0011,000 Is repaid. 
Bonds are to be issued 
upon the report of commissioners ss the work 
progres*e# every three months.

Mr. MOREY'S amendment was agreed to— 
yea* 164. usys 94, Woodford of New York and 
Phelps of New Jersey, Republicans, voting la 
the negative, aud the oath of office wa* ad­ 
ministered to Smith. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts tbeu moved 
that the credential* of the contestants for the 
teats from the slate of Louisiana be referred 
to the Com iii litre on Elections. 
That committee was announced by the 
Speaker as follows: 
Messrs. Smith of New 
York, Thomas of North Carolina, Hazelton of 
Wisconsin, Todd of Pennsylvania, Pike of 
New Hampshire, Siner of Virginia, Robinson 
of Ohio, Harrison of Tennessee, Arthur of 
Kentucky, Speer of Pennsylvania and Lamar 
of Mississippi. 
Mr. KARSON of Iowa asked unanimous 
consent to introduce and have printed a bill 
to repeal the Increase of salary laws. 
Mr. BUTLER of Tennessee objected. 
The House then et 4 o'clock adion rued.

[CONCLUSION.] 


The following I* (he conclusion of the Pies- 
dent’s message, which we failed to get owing 
to the stupidity of the telegraph operator In 
the New York office: 
Projects are on foot, it is believed, to induce 
Congree* to provide for this Dew class of 
Claims aud to remove old ones through the re­ 
peal or modification of the statute of limitations, 
by which they are now barred. 
I presume 
th 'se schemes, lf proposed, will be received 
with little favor by Congree* and I recommend 
that persons having claims against the United 
States cognizable by any tribunal or depart­ 
ment thereof be requested to present them at 
an early day, and that legislation be directed 
as far as practicable to the defeat of unfounded 
and unjust demands upon the Govern ment. 
I 
would suggest as a means of preventing fraud 
that witnesses be called upon to appear in per­ 
son to testify before those tribunals having 
said claims before them for adjudication. 
Probably the largest saving to the national 
Treasury can be secured by timely legislation 
on those subjects of any of the economic meas­ 
ures that will be proposed. 
You will lie ad­ 
vised of the operations of the Department of 
Justice bv the report of the Attorney-General, 
aud I invite your attention to the amendment* 
of existing laws suggested by him with the 
view of reducing the expenses of that depart­ 
ment. 


DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR. 
The policy inaugurated toward* the Iiulinns 
at the beginning of the last administration ba* 
been ateaoily pushed, and, I believe, with ben­ 
eficial results. 
It will be continued with only 
such modifications as time and experience 
may demonstrate as necessary. 
With the en­ 
croachments of civilisation upon the Indian 
reservations and hunting-grounds disturban­ 
ces have taken place between tho Indians and 
whites during Hie past year, and probably will 
continue to do so until each race appreciates 
that the other bas rights which must be resjiec- 
ted. The policy bas been to collect tho Indians 
as rapidly as possible on the reservations,and as 
far a* practicable wit bin what is known us Hie 
Indian Territory, aud to teach them the arts 
of civilization and self-support. 
Where found 
off their reservations and endangering the 
peace and rafety of the wDites they have been 
punished and will continue to be for like Oden- 
ce*. 
The Indian Territory south of Kansas 
and west of Arkansas is sufficient in area and 
agricultural resources to support all the In­ 
dians of the Rocky Mountains. 
In time no 
doubt all of them, except a few who may select 
tchnake their home* among white people, will 
be collected there. 
A sg preparatory step for 
this consummation, I am now satisfied that a 
territorial form of government should be given 
them, which will secure the treaty rights of 
the original settlers aud protect their home­ 
steads from alienation tor a period of twenty 
years. 


THE PATENT OFFICE. 
The ojNTation* of the Patent Office are 
growing to such magnitude, aud accumula­ 
tion of material is becomma so great that the 
necessity for more room is becoming more ob­ 
vious day by day. 
I respectfully invite your 
attention to the reports of the Secretary or the 
Interior and Commissioner of Patents on ibis 
subject. 


TUE LAND OFFICE. 
The business of the General Land Office 
exhibits a material increase in all It* brandies 
during the last fiscal year. 
During that time 
there were dispo*cd of out of the public lands 
13,030,606 acres, being un amount greater by 
1,165,631 acres than was disposed of the pre­ 
ceding year. 
Of the amount disposed of 
1,626,265 acres were sold for cash, 214,940 
acre* were located with military land war­ 
rants, 3,793,612 acres were taken for home­ 
steads, 654,446 acre* located with agricultural 
college scrip, 6.083,538 acres were certified by 
railroads, 76,676 acres were granted to wagon 
roads, 238,548 acres were approved to states 
a* swamp lauds, 133,681 acres were certified 
tor agricultural colleges, common schools, 
universities and seminaries; 190,775 acres 
were approved to States for internal improvt*- 
ments, and 14,222 acres were located with 
Indian scrip. 
The cash receipts during the 
■ame time were $3,408,515.50, being $190,- 
415.50 iii excess of the receipts of the previous 
year. 
During the year 30.488,132 acres of 
public land were surveyed; au increase over 
the amount surveyed the previous year of 
1,037,193 acres; and added to the area pre­ 
viously surveyed, aggregates 616,554,895 acre* 
which have been surveyed, leaving 1,218.- 
443,505 acre* OI the public land stilt unsur­ 
veyed. 
The increased and steadily increasing 
facilities for reaching our unoccupied public 
domain and for transportation of surplus pro­ 
ducts, enlarges the available field for desirable 
homestead locations, thus stimulating settle­ 
ment* and extending year by year, in a grad­ 
ually increasing ratio, the area of occupation 
and cultivxtion. 


BUSSIAN EMIGRATION. 
The expressed desire of the representatives 
of a large colony of citizen* of Russia to urn 
grate to this country, a* it is understood, with 
the consent of their government, if certain 
concession* can be made to enable them to 
settle in a compact colony, in of great interest 
a* going to show the light in which our instr 
tutions are regarded by aa industrious aud 
wealthy people, desirous of enjoying civil aud 
religious liberty; aod the acquisition of so 
large an immigration of citizens of u sujierior 
class, would, without, doubt, lie a substantial 
benefit to I be country. 
I Invite attention to 
the suggestion of the Secretary of the Interior 
In Hue behalf. 


PENSIONS. 


There was paid daring the fiscal year for 
pensions, including the expenses of disburse­ 
ment, $29,185,289,62, being un amount less 
by $984,050.88 than wa* expended for the 
■ame purpose the preceding year. 
Althou 
this statement of expenditure* would indicate 
a material reduction in amount compared 
with the preceding year, It is believed that 
the changes in the pension law* at the last 
session of Congress will absorb that amount 
the current year. 
At the close of the last 
fiscal year there were on the {tension roll* 99,- 
804 invalid military pensioners, and 112,088 
widows, orphan* and dependent widow* of 
deceased soldiers, making a total of that class 
of 211,892; and 18,266 survivor* of the war of 
1812, and 5,053 widows of soldier* of that war 
pensioned, under the act of Congress of Feb­ 
ruary 14,1871. making a total ofihat cia** of 
23,319; 1,430 invalid navy pensioners, and 
1,770 widows, orphans, and Dependent rela­ 
tives of deceased officers, sailors, and marines 
of the navy, making a total of uavy pensioner* 
of 3,200; and a grand total of pensioners of 
all classes of 238,411, showing a net increase 
during the lost fiscal year of 6,182. 
The 
system adopted for the detection of frauds 
against the government in the matter of pen­ 
sions bas I teen productive of satisfactory re­ 
sults, but legislation is needed to provide lf 
yoMible 
against tile perpetration of such 
rand* In future. 


EDCCATION. 
The evidently increasing interest iu the 
cause of education is a most encouraging fea­ 
ture iu the general progress and prosperity of 
the country, and the Bureau of Education is 
earnest lo its eflorts to give proper direction 
to the new appliances aud the increased facili­ 
ties which are being offered lo aid the educa­ 
tors of the country in their great work. 


A CENTENNIAL CENSUS. 


The uiotb census has been completed and 
the report thereof published aud distributed 
and the working force of the Brueau disband­ 
ed. 
The Secretary of the Interior review* h * 
recommendation for a census to be tak< n iu 
1876, to which subject the attention of Con­ 
gress is invited. 
The original suggestion in 
that behalf ba* met with the general approval 
of the country, and even if it be not deemed 
advisable at present to provide for a regular 
quinquennial census, a census taken in 1875, 
the report of which could be completed and 
pabiiahed before tbs one hundredth anniver­ 
sary of our Independence, would be especially 
interesting and valuable aa showing the pro­ 
gress of inc country during the first century 
or our national existence-. It is believed, how­ 
ever. that a regular census every five year* 
would be of sabslauliul benefit to the country, 
inasmuch as our growth hitherto has been so 
rapid that the results of the decennial census 
■re necessarily unreliable a* a basis of esti­ 
mate* for the latter years of a decennial per­ 
iod. 
DISTRICT o r COLUMBIA. 
Uuder the very efficient managemens of the 
Governor and the Board of Public Works of 
this District the City of Washington is rapidly 
assuming the appearance of a capital of which < 
the nation may well be proud. 
From being a 
most unsightly place three year* ago, disa­ 
greeable to pas* through in summer in c nse- 
qdeuce of the dust arising from uup&red 
streets end almost impassable in the winter 
from the mud, It is now one of the most sightly 
dlies in the coantry and can boast of be­ 
ing one of the best paved. The work ba* been 
done systematically, the plans, grades, loca­ 
tions of sowers, water and gas mains being 


determined upon before the work was com­ 
menced, thus seem ing permanency when com­ 
pleted. 
I question whether so much has ever 
been accomplished before in any American 
city for the same expenditure*. 
Tho govern­ 
ment having large reservation* in the city and 
the nation at large haviog an interest In their 
capital, I recommend a liberal policy towards 
the District of Columbia and that the govern­ 
ment should bear its just share of the ex­ 
penses ot these improvements. 
Every citizen 
visiting the capital feels a pride in its growing 
beauty, and that he. too, Is part owner in the 
Investments made here. 
I would suggest to 
Congress tho propriety of promoting tho es­ 
tablishment In this district of an Institution of 
learning or university of the highest class by 
the donation of lands. 
There is do place bet­ 
ter salted for such au institution than the na­ 
tional capital. 
There I* no other place In 
which every citizen is so directly interested. 


CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 
In three successive messages to Congress I 
have called attention to the subject of “civil* 
service reform." 
Action has been taken 90 
far as to authorize the appointment of a board 
to devj^e rules governing methods of making 
appointments aud promotions, but there never 
ha* been any actiou making these rule* or 
any rules binding or even entitled to obser­ 
vance, where iiersons desire tho appointment 
of a friend or the removal of an official who 
may be disagreeable to them. 
To have any 
rules effective they must have the acquies­ 
cence of Congress as well a* of the executive. 
I recommend, thetefore, the subject to your 
attention, aud suggest that a special commit­ 
tee of Congress might confer with the CU ii 
Service Board during the present session for 
tile pur|)0*e of devising such rules a* can be 
maintained, and which will secure the service* 
of honest and capable officials, and which will 
also protect them In a degree of independence 
while in office. 
Proper rules will protect Con­ 
gress as well as the executive from much 
needless per*ecution. and will prove of great 
value to the public at large. 


ADMISSION OF COLORADO. 


I would recommend for your favorable con­ 
sideration the passage of an enabling act for 
the admittance of Colorado as a s ate in the 
Union. 
It |>03*esscs all the element* of a 
pro|>erou* stute, agricultural and mineral, und 
I tielieve has a population to justify such ad­ 
mission. 
In connection with that I would also 
recommend the encouragement of a caual for 
purposes of irrigation from the eastern stage 
of the Rocky Mountain* to the Missouri River. 
As a rule I am opposed to further donation of 
public laud* for internal improvement* owned 
aud controlled by private corporations, but 
in this Instance I would make un exception. 
Between the Missouri River and the Rocky 
Mountains there is un arid belt or public land, 
from 300 to 5tJ0 mile* in width, perfectly use­ 
less for the occupation of man for want of 
snfflcient rain to secure the growth of any 
products. 
An irrigating canal would make 
productive a bell us wide a* the supply of 
water could be made to spread over ucrosa 
this entire country, and would secure a cor­ 
don of settlements connecting the present 
population of the mountain and mining re­ 
gion* with that of the older state*. 
All the 
land reclaimed wou'd be clear gain. 
If all 
alternate section* are retained by the gov­ 
ernment, I would pugged that the retained 
sections be throw n open to the entry under tile 
homestead laws, or sold to actual settler* for 
a very low price. 


AMNESTY. 
^ I renew my previous recommendation to 
Congress for general amnesty. 
The num'-er 
engaged In the late rebellion yet laboring un­ 
der disabilities is very small, but enough to 
keep up a constant Irritation. 
No |iossible 
danger can accrue to Hie government by re­ 
storing them to eligibility to hold office. 


MORF. e lm , RIOUTM. 


I suggest for your consideration tho enact* 
nmnt of a law to latter secure the civil right* 
which freedom should secure, but has not ef­ 
fectually secured, to tile enfranchised slave.

As appears front the comments made pri­ 
vately and in the newspapers upon tbe Presi 
dent’s message that document is not eminently 
perspicuous in some particulars; but It con 
tains, nevertheless, at least one recommenda­ 
tion the propriety ol which will not be ques­ 
tioned by anybody.

Just now 
the wholesalo giving away of the public lands 
is not the mo3t popular amusement th at Con 
gres3 can indulge in. 
There is so pervasive 
and perceptible a flavor of corruption about 
the way in which gome of Uncle Sam’s ore- 
acres have been appropriated to private or 
corporate use3 that the people are suspicious 
of further gibs in that direction. 
The Presi­ 
dent recognizes this fact and says that “ as a 
rule ” he, too, is opposed to additional grants 
of laud for the purposes indicated, but that in 
the case respectively of tbe Rocky Mountalus 
and M ssauri Caual and the proposed Wash­ 
ington University he would make exceptions 
to that rule. 
We know but little about the 
desirableness of irrigating a broad strip oí 
western desert by means of an expensive in­ 
ternal improvement, but as to the immediate 
need of the means of a broader culture in the 
capital we hold an unshaken conviction. 
We 
have, funhermore, sufficient faith in the 
homely common-sense of General Grant to 
assure us that had he not been under an un- 
uiual pressure of business when he penned 
his message be would not have forgotten that 
to establish colleges and other iustitutlons of 
learning is not tiie duty of governments so 
much as it is the prerogative of wealthy and 
pious stock-jobbers and contractors.

Justice by tbe report of tbe Attorney-General, 
and I invite your attention to the amendments 
of existing laws suggested by him with the 
view of reducing the expenses of that depart­ 
ment.

U N ITED STA TES CONGRESS. 


S E N A T E . 


W ashington, Dec. 3. 
Mr. PRATT submitted a resolution Instruct­ 
ing the Committee on Judiciary to inquire 
whether Congress has constitutional authority 
to create corporations for constructing rail­ 
roads and canals penetrating two or more 
states, and whether it has authority to regu­ 
late the rates of railroad transportation over 
existing roads chartered by states which, by 
consolidation, have continuous lines running 
through two or more states. 
Mr. FENTON’S hill to provide for the better 
protection of tbe northwestern frontier, Ac., 
provides for a loan of $8,000,000 in United 
States 10-50 4j per cent, bonds to be made by 
the United States to the State of New York 
for the purpose of enlarging the aqueduct* 
and one tier of locks on the Erie and Oswego 
Canals to the capacity to pass vessels of war 
twenty-five feet in width and two hundred in 
length and merchant vessels of six hundred 
tons burden propelled by steam wherever said 
canals are less than fifty-two feet wide upon the 
bottom. 
The bill also provides that after the 
payment of the debt for which the canal reve­ 
nues are now constitutionally pledged and af­ 
ter tbe canals are thus enlarged their net rev­ 
enue shall be paid into the Treasury of the 
United States until the proposed loan of $8,- 
000,000 is repaid. 
Bonds are to be issued 
upon the report of commissioners as the work 
progresses every three months. 
Mr. MORRILL argued at length in favor of 
resumption of specie payment and urged upon 
Congress the necessity of legislation in that 
direction, 
lie was not, he said, wedded to 
auy special plan, but favored that propost d 
by a prominent financier of New York—that 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall issue cer­ 
tificates payable in four years with interest 
at 3 65-100 at par in United States notes or 
gold at the option of the holder, requiring 
banks to keep one moiety of their reserves in 
these certificates and for the government to 
give notice that on January 1st, 1875, it will 
pay its notes in cash in New York, authoriz 
ing the government to negotiate a loan of 
$200,000.000 in coin at 6 per cent, per annum. 
The certificates as fast as redeemed may be 
paid out by the Secretary of the Treasury to 
satisfy claims against the government. 
He 
hoped soon to submit to them a bill providing 
fur the desired return to a specie basis. 
Mr. FERRY of Michigan moved to take up 
the resolution offered by him on Monday to 
provide for the settlement of the financial de 
rangement. 
Mr. WRIGHT of Iowa moved that the Sen 
ate proceed to the consideration of executive 
business, with the understanding that Mr. 
Ferry be entitled to the floor on hia resolution 
to-morrow. 
Agreed to. 
Mr. STEVENSON of Kentucky presented 
petition of 3,500 citizens of Kentucky asking 
for the passage of a law prohibiting the manu­ 
facture of spirituous liquors in the territories 
of tbe United States. 
The Senate at 2 o’clock went into executive 
session. After twenty minutes the doors were 
re-opencd and the Seuate adjourned uutil to­ 
morrow.

Mr. CESSNA of Pennsylvauiaoflereda reso­ 
lution to admit Messrs. Davis and Hogan of 
WsstVirginia without prejudice to their contes­ 
tants. 
After some debate referred to the 
Committee on Elecilons. 
Mr. SCHUMAKER of New York gave no­ 
tice of a bill to erect in the city of Brooklyn a 
suitable building for a po3t office and federal 
court. 
Mr. STORMS of Pennsylvania gave notice 
of a bill to repeal so much of the act of March 
3d, 1873, as prohibits weekly newspapers from 
passing through the mails free of postage. 
Mr. DAWES of Massachusetts introduced a 
bill to provide for the redemption of the loan 
of 1858. 
Referred to the Committee on Ways 
and Means. 
Mr. COX of New York moved the admission 
of E. C. Davidson from the fourth district of 
Louisiana and advocated bis motion. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts sent to the 
Clerk’s desk and had read a certificate from 
Governor Kellogg of Louisiana datod the 29th 
of November, 1873, and stating that at a 
special election held in tbe fourth district of 
Lousiaua on November 24th George L. Smith 
had received a majority of tbe voles cast and 
was duly elected to represent that district in 
Congress. 
Mr. COX intimated that tbe certificate had 
been got up in Washington and stated that it 
was practically impossible to have tbe vote 
counted so soon in a district so large and 
without railroads. 
He appealed to the House 
to give the state of Louisiana the right to be 
heard through at least one representative fair­ 
ly elected. 
Mr. MOREY of Louisiana moved to amend 
the resolution by inserting the name of George 
L. Smith instead of Davidson. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts stated that 
the House by its action yesterday had virtually 
decided the question, because, if Peters had 
not died he would have been admitted with 
Sypher and Sheldon. 
A special election had 
been held to fill the vacancy and George L. 
Smith had been elected and was entitled to his 
seat. 
Mr. MOREY’S amendment was agreed to— 
yeas 164, nays 94, Woodford of New York and 
Phelps of New Jersey, Republicans, voting in 
the negative, and the oath of office was ad­ 
ministered to Saiith. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts then moved 
that the credentials of the contestants for tbe 
seats from tbe state of Louisiana he referred 
to the Committee on Elections. 
That committee was announced by the 
Speaker as follows: 
Messrs. Smith of New 
York, Thomas of North Carolina, Hazelton of 
Wisconsin, Todd of Pennsylvania, Pike of 
New Hampshire, Siner of Virginia, Robinson 
of Ohio, Harrison of Tennessee, Arthar of 
Kentucky, Speer of Pennsylvania and Lamar 
of Mississippi. 
Mr. KARSON of Iowa asked unanimous 
consent to introduce and have printed a bill 
to repeal the increase of salary laws.. 
Mr. BUTLER of Tennessee objected. 
The House then at 4 o’clock adjourned.

The Indian Territory south of Kansas 
and west of Arkansas is sufficient in area and 
agricultural resources to support all the In­ 
dians of the Rocky Mountains. 
In time no 
doubt all of them, except a few who may select 
M^Báake tbeir homes among white people, will 
be collected there. 
As a preparatory step for 
Ibis consummation, I am now satisfied that a 
territorial form of government should be given 
them, which will secure the treaty rights of 
the original settlers and protect their home­ 
steads from alienation lor a period of twenty 
year3.

determined apon before the work was com­ 
menced, thus securing permanency when com­ 
pleted. 
I question whether so much has ever 
been accomplished before in any American 
city for the same expenditures. 
The govern­ 
ment having large reservations in the city and 
the nation at large having an interest in their 
capital, I recommend a liberal policy towards 
the District of Columbia and that the govern­ 
ment should bear its just share of the ex­ 
penses of these improvements. 
Every citizen 
visiting the capital feels a pride in its growing 
beauty, aod that he, too, is part owner in the 
investments made here. I would suggest to 
Congress the propriety of promoting the es­ 
tablishment In this district of an Institution of 
learning or university of the highest class by 
the donation of lands. 
There is no place bet­ 
ter salted for such au Institution than the na­ 
tional capital. 
There is no other place in 
which every citizen is so directly interested. 


Tbe operations of the Patent Office are 
growing to such magnitude, and accumula­ 
tion of material is becoming so great that the 
necessity for more room is becoming more ob­ 
vious day by day. 
I respectfully invite your 
attention to the reports of the Secretary of the 
Interior and Commissioner of Patents on this 
subject. 


THE LAND OFFICE. 
The business of the General Land Office 
exhibits a material increase in all its branches 
during the last fiscal year. 
During that time 
there were disposed of out of the public lands 
13,030,606 acres, being an amount greater by 
1,165,631 acres than was disposed of the pre­ 
ceding year. 
Of the amount disposed of 
1,626,265 acres were sold for cash, 214,940 
acres were located with military land war­ 
rants, 3,793,612 acres were taken for home­ 
steads, 654,446 acres located with agricultural 
college scrip, 6,083,538 acres were certified by 
railroads, 76,676 acres were granted to wagon 
roads, 238,548 acre3 were approved to stales 
as swamp lauds, 133,681 acres were certified 
for agricultural colleges, common schools, 
universities and seminaries; 190,775 acres 
were approved to States for internal improve­ 
ments, and 14,222 acres were located with 
Indian scrip. 
The cash receipts during the 
same time were $3,408,515.50, being $190,- 
415.50 in excess of the receipts of the previous 
year. 
During the year 30,488,132 aares of 
public land weie surveyed; an increase over 
the amount surveyed the previous year of 
1,037,193 acres; and addad to the area pre­ 
viously surveyed, aggregates 616,554,895 acres 
whicli have beer, surveyed, leaving 1,218.- 
443,505 acres ot the public land still unsur­ 
veyed. 
The increased and steadily increasing 
facilities for reaching our unoccupied public 
domain and for transportation of surplus pro­ 
ducts, enlarges the available field for desirable 
homestead locations, thus stimulating settle­ 
ments and extending year by year, iu a grad­ 
ually increasing ratio, the area of occupation 
and cultivation. 


RUSSIAN EMIGRATION. 
The expressed desire of the representatives 
of a large colony of citizens of Russia to emi­ 
grate to this country, as it is understood, with 
the consent of their government, if certain 
concessions can be made to enable them to 
settle in a compact colony, is of great interest 
as going to show the light in which our insti­ 
tutions are regarded by an industrious aud 
wealthy people, desirous of enjoying civil aud 
religious liberty; and tbe acquisition of so 
large an immigration of citizens of a superior 
class, would, without doubt, be a substantial 
benefit to the country. 
I Invite attention to 
the suggestion of the Secretary of the Interior 
in this behalf. 


PEN3ION8. 
There was paid during the fiscal year for 
pensions, including the expenses of disburse­ 
ment, $29,185,289,62, being an amount less 
by $984,050.88 than was expended for the 
same purpose the preceding year. 
Although 
this statement of expenditures would indicate 
a material reduction in amount compared 
with the preceding year, It is believed that 
the changes in the pension laws at the last 
session of Congress will absorb that amount 
the current year. 
At the close of the last 
fiscal year there were on the pension roll3 99,- 
804 invalid military pensioners, and 112,088 
widows, orphans and dependent widows of 
deceased soldiers, making a total of that class 
of 211,892; and 18,266 survivors oí the war of 
1812, and 5,053 widows of soldiers of that war 
pensioned, under the act of Congress of Feb- 
a total o f that class of 
ruary 14,1871, makin, 
23,319; 1,430 invalid navy pensioners, and 
1,770 widows, orphans, and dependent rela­ 
tives of deceased officers, sailors, and marines 
of tbe navy, making a total of uavy pensioners 
of 3,200; and a grand total of pensioners of 
all claiaes of 238,411, showing a net increase 
during the last fiscal year of 6,182. 
The 
system adopted for the detection of frauds 
against the government in the matter of pen­ 
sions has beeu productive of satisfactory re­ 
sults, but legislation is needed to provide if 
possible against the perpetration of such 
frauds in future. 
EDUCATION. 
The evidently increasing interest iu the 
cause of education is a most encouraging fea­ 
ture in the general progress and prosperity of 
tbe country, and the Bureau of Education is 
earnest in its efforts to give proper direction 
to the new appliances and tbe increased facili­ 
ties which are being offered to aid the educa­ 
tors of the country in their great work. 


A CENTENNIAL CENSUS. 
The ninth census has been completed and 
the report thereof published and distributed 
and the working force of the Brueau disband­ 
ed. 
The Secretary of the Interior reviews h s 
recommendation for a census to be tak< n in 
1876, to which subject the attention of Con­ 
gress is invited. 
The original suggestion in 
that behalf has met with the general approval 
of the country, and even if it be not deemed 
advisable at present to provide for a regular 
quinquennial census, a census taken in 1875, 
the report of which could be completed and 
published before the one hundredth anniver­ 
sary of our independence, would be especially 
interesting and valuable as showing the pro­ 
gress of the country during the first century 
of our national existence. It is believed, how­ 
ever, that a regular census every five years 
would be of substantial benefit to the country, 
inasmuch as our growth hitherto has been so 
rapid that the results of tbe decennial census 
are necessarily unreliable as a basis of esti­ 
mates for the latter years of a decennial per­ 
iod. 
DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 
Under the very efficient managemens of tbe 
Governor and the Board of Public Works of 
this District the City of Washington is rapidly 
assuming the appearance of a capital of which 
the nation may well be proud. 
From being a 
most unsightly place three year* ago, disa­ 
greeable to pass through in summer iu c nse- 
qutuce of tbe dust arising from uupavsd 
streets and almost impassable in tbe winter 
from tbe mud, it is now one of the most sightly 
cities in the country and can boast of be­ 
ing one of the best paved. Tbe work has been 
done systematically, the plans, grades, loca­ 
tions of sewers, water and gas mains being 


CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 
In three successive messages to Congress I 
have called attention to the subject of “civil- 
service reform.” Action has been taken so 
far as to authorize the appointment of a board 
to devjpe rules governing methoas of making 
appointments aud promotions, but there never 
has been any action making these rule3 or 
any rules binding or even entitled to obser­ 
vance, where persons desire the appointmeut 
of a friend or the removal of an official who 
may be disagreeable to them. 
To have any 
rules effective they must have the acquies­ 
cence of Congress as well as of the executive. 
I recommond, tlietefore, tbe subject to your 
attention, and suggest that a special commit­ 
tee of Congress might confer with the Civil 
Service Board during the present session for 
the purpose of devising such rules as can be 
maintained, and which will secure the services 
of honest and capable officials, and which will 
also protect them in a degree of independence 
while in office. 
Proper rules will protect Con­ 
gress as well as the executive from much 
needless persecution, ami will prove of great 
value to the public at large. 


ADMISSION OF COLORADO. 
I would recommend for your favorable con­ 
sideration the passage of an enabling act for 
the admittance of Colorado as a s;ate in the 
Union. 
It possesses all the elements of a 
propcrous state, agricultural and mineral, and 
I believe has a population to justify sucli ad­ 
mission. 
In connection with that I would also 
recommend the encouragement of a caual for 
purposes of irrigation from the eastern stage 
of the Rocky Mountains to the Missouri River. 
As a rule I am opposed to further donation of 
public lands for iuternal improvements owned 
and controlled by private corporations, but 
in this instance 1 would make an exception. 
Between the Missouri River and the Rocky 
Mountains there is an arid belt of public land, 
from 300 to 5U0 miles in width, perfectly use­ 
less for the occupation of man for want of 
sufficient rain to secure the growth of any 
products. 
An irrigating canal would make 
productive a belt as wide as the supply of 
water could be made to spread over ucross 
this entire country, and would secure a cor­ 
don of settlements connecting the present 
population of the mountain and mining re 
gions with that of the older states. 
All the 
land reclaimed wou'd be clear gain. 
If all 
alternate sections are retained by the gov 
eminent, I would suggest that the retained 
sections be thrown open to the entry under the 
homestead laws, or sold to actual settlers for 
a very low price. 


AMNESTY. 
I renew my previous recommendation to 
Congress for general amnesty. 
The number 
engaged in the late rebellion yet laboring un 
dor disabilities is very small, but enough to 
keep up a constant'irritation. 
No possible 
danger can accrue to the government by re 
storing them to eligibility to hold office. ’ 


MORE CIVIL RIGHTS. 
I suggest for your consideration the enact 
ment of a law to belter secure the civil rights 
which freedom should secure, hut has not ef­ 
fectually secured, to the enfranchised slave.

A ffaire. 
Ellenville, Dec. 3., 1873. 
At a meeting of the directors of the Home 
National Bank of Ellenville, held on Tuesday, 
Dec. 2d, Jacob Hermanee was elected Vice 
President, and George H. Smith was appoint­ 
ed Cashier in place of Peter Lefever, resigned. 
The reason for Lefever’s resignation, aside 
from the extravagant rumors afloat, are sim­ 
ply these: The late Cashier’s aflairs having 
been for some time In an embarrassed con­ 
dition, he recently used abont $8,000 of the 
bank’s funds to meet a pressing liability. 
On 
this becoming known to the directors Lefever’s 
resignation was immediately requested and 
tendered. In justice to the ex-Cashler and 
the bank we have learned that the funds bor­ 
rowed were amply secured and have already 
been restored, so that no loss will result to 
the Institution. 
The watchfulness and promp­ 
titude of the directors In thus speedily dispos­ 
ing of all attempts to tamper with the bank 
funds Is worthy of note in these times of de­ 
falcation and corruption. 
The mistake of Mr 
Lefever, though probably made in all honesty 
of purpose, is peculiarly unfortunate, as from 
his high social position and hitherto irre­ 
proachable character he will, no doubt, suffer 
at the hands of a merciless public.

to New York,at which place he was transferred 
to one of the grain boats plying between New 
York and Buffalo and made to drive on the 
tow-path and do other work about tbe boat. 
Winter coming ou he was discharged and 
told to go home, but as they had giveu him 
no money, he hired out to a farmer near Fon­ 
da, N. Y., and worked about the place for his 
board and clothes. 
In the spriug he agaiu 
shipped on the.canai and has been runuing 
betweeu Buffalo aud New York all summer, 
receiving nothing but his board and clothes. 
This fall be was again discharged, this time at 
Schenectady, together with a boy named John 
Carrol of Kingston, who had also been carried 
away from his home iu a Similar manner. Be­ 
ing without money and rather homesick, 
Michael decided to try and get borne. The two 
applied to the overseer of the poor, who ship­ 
ped them as far as Troy, and from Troy they 
were sent to this city. 
Michael says he was 
going to see Overseer of the Poor Payne 
and have his friend shipped to Kingston, and 
then go homo himself. 
This morning the boy 
Carroll was supplied with a ticket and suffi­ 
cient money to get him to his home in Kings­ 
ton, aud uo doubt ere this another household 
is made happy by the return of one who had 
long since beer* given up as dead.— Hudson 
Star.
